While Ha}. Baron von Buttlar and 


his associates as well aa.,the officials, 
of the German consulate here, were 
throbbing with Indignation over the 
publication exclusively Jn the Adver- 
tiser, of the purpose oT the trip of the 
baker's dozen of-officers -of the Im- 
perial <3ennany Army_through America 
at this time, they were atte to contro? 
their emotion sufficiently'to attend » 
their duties, and they made a inost 
complete- tabulation of tne' soundings 
all over tht inner bay, omt IR the chan- 
nel and half way to WaiklkL In parti- 
cular were they Interested In the chan- 
nel about the bell buoy -and they made 
their record exact both as to the chart 
and any changes in tbe channel. 
. Baron von Buttlar came to Hono- 
lulu with a letter of Introduction to 
Capt Harry Evans from an old friend 
of the well known waterfront author- 
ity, now in Hongkong. Early yesterday 
morning the officers \hunted up Mr. 
Evans and requested that he act as 
their guide around the -harbor. 
In 


showing the letter the Baron presented 
three of his comrades and 
requested 


that all be- taken about the bay. A 
boat was secured and the five spent 
more? than an hour in their investiga- 
tion. All of the officers were equipped 
with cameras and they got busy with 
them as soon as the boat had got out 
Into the bay. They snapped the shut- 
ters when the docks, the naval row and 
the channel at the lighthouse were in 
range. The particular careJaken to get 
pictures which would give an entire 
panoramic 
view of the harbor was 


noticeable. 


Note books were out *n hand from 


the first and tbe depth of water was 
noted", a stenographic report being made 
of the explanations given by Capt 
Evans, as the trip was made out the 
harbor. The "men made- a study of the 
two entrances to tne 'harbor proper, 
and went out toward the east for a 
couple of miles. This gave them, a com- 
prehensive knowledge ol the "entrance, 
as they were not compelled to make any 
soundings, owing to the fact that they 
had a chart of the-entire harbor w.lth 
them, Harry Evans being recognized as 
having excellent information as to the 
water all along the route. \ 


When ample opportunity haQ been af- 


'fonj!^ by the trip for the taking of a 
lull set of photographs the return was 
made and the officers had just time to 
get to the ship before it sailed. While 
this" was being done on the water other 
parties of the officers were }ust as busy 
In driving about the city. They got 
into hacks and went to Punchbowl, the 
Pali and to Diamond Head and bought 
maps-and tisked questions about Pearl 
Harbor, in general making themselves 
as well acquainted with the city, Its 
surroundings and probable defenses, as 
they could do in the limited time.

HE first collision between cars of 


the Honolulu Rapid Transit and 
the Hawaiian Tramways com- 


sanied occurred yesterday afternoon 
about 5 o'clock at the corner of Hotel 
and Nunann streets resulting in the 
partial wrecking of the tram and in- 
juries to four persons, two severely. Of 
the latter one was an Hawaiian woman 
named Annie Pau. whose tight shoulder 
was dislocated, and the other a China- 
man named Ah- Young, whose face on 
the right side near the eye was badly 
cmt Clarence Martin, formerly a mem- 
ber of the Mounted Patrol, was cut on 
the left teg below th* knee, and a lit- 
tle part-colored girl named Annie Ma- 
aini received a cut over the right eye. 
The accident, according the testimony 


gathered from eye-witnesses and from 
persons te the tram car, was due to the 
ore* sealoosness of the. tram car driver 
in attempting to cross the tracks of 
the-electric road -while the 'trolley car 
was bearing down upon 'the crossing, 
the gong being sounded repeatedly. 
l*e electric car was moving slowly ac- 
cording to the regulations of the com- 
pany requiring the utmost caution in 
crossing street intersections and espe- 
cially where the track of the. tram com- 
pany intersects.

Car 26 was bound toward Palsana. 


Hotorman Rice shut otf the current 
when near the corner and rang his gong 
continually nntil the corner was reach- 
ed. Car 13 of the train company was 
bound down Nuuanu street. The driver 
instead of checking In his mules whipp- 
ed them up and attempted to cross in 
front of the electric car. Before the 
tram car had cleared the track of the 
electric road the trolley car struck the 
former close to the platform. There 
was a rending of wood, splinters flew 
about, and the car was lifted bodily and 
turned over upon its side near the Bwa- 
makai corner. 'There were in the car 
at the time five or six women and five 
men. When the car struck the ground 
every window was broken and the glass 
scattered about the passengers like 
rain. The entire top of the car was 
wrenched oft by the impact The wo- 
men screamed and some of the men 
shouted, the Chinese passenger evident- 
ly being the worst scared of the lot 
All were thrown violently against the 
aides and roof. A doxen spectators ran 
to the overturned tram and assisted the 
passengers out through the smashed 
roof. The Chinese seemed the worst

the Orientals. With such a confeder- 
ation, where there are so many thou- 
sand Oriental .laborers in the country,- 
we would have no control of the union, 
but would be at the mercy of the Jap- 
anese. We think we are better than 
the Oriental laborers. We will not 
come down to live as they do, ana will 
not work for the wages which they re- 
ceive. We do not want to degrade 
them, but we want to keep them out 
of the country; at least, out of the 
trades. 


"We could not take them into our 
unions, and we will not associate with 
them on an equality.
